One Way Out... 

Many complaints have rocentlv reached the Kernel concerning 
the textbook situation on the UK campus. Protesting letters have 
Ihi-ii printed, and seem to represent student opinion accurately. 

Obviously, the bookstore's percentage of profit is verv high. No 
other re-tail business we know of counts depreciation values so 
high when buying and. so low when reselling. Few. if any. other 
businesses know exact b what stock will !*■ salable in the future 
as doos the Ixxikstore. 

As one letter suggested, this situation is the result of a mon- 
opoly. With no competition such action is to be expected. 

In recent years the monopoly has continued largely because 
of the big enrollment of veterans. They could pav the prices Mksd 
and suffer later losses lieeause the government paid the bill. Also, 
it is far more difficult for a vet to order books from other places 
Ucause of the endless paper work and red tape involved. 

With the present non-veteran enrollment, however, we be- 
lieve that a student lxx>k exchange can be successful. They have 
heen at other schools under the same circumstances. 

Since SGA has a fund guaranteed (though controlled), we 
suggest that Snky might profit from such an operation. With a 
mere 10 per cent profit. Suky should be able to regain much of its 
campus prestige. At the same time, students would save a great 
deal of money. 

In addition, as one letter suggested, the co-op could exchange 
book lists with other colleges in an effort to find where lxxiks no 
longer in use here could Ik- sold at reasonable prices. That should 
discourage the man who visits here occasionally and pavs a quar- 
ter or half a dollar for a whole stack of hooks. 

And One Way In 

At least one te\tlxx»k used here js a downright racket. It is 
called "Societies Around the World ' ami was prepared bv mem- 
bers of the UK faculty. There could well Ik- complaints alx>nt the 
style ami format of the b<x>k. but another is far more telling. 

At tlx 1 beginning ot each semester, ever\' student taking the 
course must pay -Sl.50 for a set of materials which includes the 
lxx.k. several mimeographed instruction sheets ami a world atlas. 

Everything in the kit can be reused except eight maps bound 
in tlx- back of the tcxtlxxik. which is of notelxx>k size and has a 
eardlx>ard com r. These maps are torn out and used for 
and after that the entire kit is useless for further use in 
the course. 

As a result, the student is left at the end of the semester with 
a cheap atlas, several mimeographed pages of instructions and a 
planographed Ixxik alxmt the Eskimos, the Navajos and one cul- 
tural group in Africa. Members of the next- class (and classes are 
always large; each ante $4.50 and the sales-building continues. 

If the maps were bundled into an envelop- and sold lor ■ 
cents (a high price at that ), students could save at least tS pt r 
cent even after lxx>kstore profits. 

If a very large number of the lxxiks have heen published with 
the map^ included, an immediate change would be costly, 
lint whenever tlx- present stock of them is exhausted, some ac tion 
should be taken in order that they will be of use beyond the 
period of one semester.
